Education and Facts 

Edward Gibbon in his autobiography makes a statement which 
is of special interest lo college men. He says with his usual measur- 
ed care, "I arrived at Oxford with a slock of erudition which 
might have puzzled a Doctor, and a degree of ignorance of which 
a schoolboy would have been ashamed." Here in this nicely bal- 
anced declaration, the grave historian has well expressed the idea 
that the accumulation of facts is a small patLof knowledge, or may 
we be permitted in this time of hurricane to say, a very small part of 
culture. 

Not a few students pin their hopes lo the amassing of dust-dry 
facts as the final desirable goal of a college training. In this age 
detail may be obtained v^y easily from the encyclopedia; and, 
therefore, it is not worth while to load heavily with mere facts. 
Stocking the mind, then, with information is not the final aini of 
what we lightly term education. The "ignorance of knowledge" is 
not of great price. - 

There is another kind of «tudent who calls for attention. At a 
period of examination, a lime of anxious stress, when such necessary 
evils must apparently be, many students find themselves particular- 
ly free from detailed information, a thing at all times good in itself, 
and especially convenient at examinations. But these eleventh hour 
labourers are making themselves exceptions lo a true education sys- 
tem. They have acquired no habit of mind lending toward exer- 
tion, and they will it that the patli of least resistance .shall be fol- 
lcA\ed, until they are confronted with a lime of test. Then conies 
an anxious hurrying for enoughinformalion with which to satisfy 
the board of examiners. Such students have no background or re- 
serve lo draw on, and the examination period find.s them something 
similar to a newly soaked spongcwhich is soon perfectly dry. No 
growth has been fostered, no development has taken place; and, 
after the sponge has been squc^ezed, the habit of mind tends only 
toward indolence. 

Certainly this lazy student, a care«free happy person except 
during examination periods, is in a much worse condemnation than 
his book-worm fellow with his abundance of facts. Yet neither of 
these two is deriving much benefit from his college course. Bui 
the fact-gathered is far in advance of the wilful drifter. 

What, then, should the university do for the students? They 
should be exhorted to strive for that blessed all round develop- 
ment. Perhaps one definite phase of the great mission of the uni- 
versity is expressed in the well-used statement that the university 
ought to teach the student to know himself; and if the student goes 
forth rich in this self-knowledge, he has accomplished great/ 
things. In addition, if he is possessed with an abhorrence for the 
inaccurate, and has acquired habits of intellectual effort, he has 
employed the golden days of life preparation to excellent advan- 
tage.

To-day (eald Ihe Mornins I'osl) wo 
publish the first instalment of the list 
which we have culled the roll uf honor, 
Ihi' list of our soldiers who have died 
in defence of iheir i-oiintry. And wu 
desire to use ilie iuc;ision whieli .some 
m.iy think meamholy but we reg.ard 
as glorious, to enfnree the ap|)ea.l for 
nmre soldiers in llie cause for whleh 
these men have died. There lUC many 
wlio speak hardly >>f war as a thing 
altogether evil, buiirlng fruits only of 
suffering and misery. They i>oint to 
the rare handiwork of (Sod destroyed 
in a nionieiil, and to the labors of man 
brought to nauglit. Such critics of war 
dwell exclu«ivcly ujHin the lops to the 
iiidividual, his personal suffcriings, tlie 
extinction in this life of the dlvino 
.s|>a;-k, and the agony and deprivation 
of iliose oilier iiidT'.id iaLs who de[iend 
U|>(>n the exilngiiislieil life. We agree 
that there is much to 1«» saiil for this 
censure of war; but we hold, never- 
Iheless. that there are evils worse than 
the swift ealamilles of battle. A 
shameful peace, by whloii. fur the ..<,ike. 
of material conifnrt .nul .sei iii'il> , a 
nation sold its honor and heirayed its 
friends, would he a, calnntily far worse 
than war. Kightln.g may aniuse oer- 
tniii evil pa.s.siolis of cruelly, but such 
II iireiee would mnirlsli evils more In- 
.iurloiis lo the wml of a nation-sloth, 
the desire for comfort, selfishness, 
isiwardlce, greed. The.ne vices are 
worse for a ii.Ttl.iii than Ihe miiiily 
iiiiiiiiosit if'S of war. Af tn death, it 
may be ml evil, but it is an evil whleh 
comes (o all soon or hite. And wo 
eaniiot think that death on the field 
of battio U a greatv>r III than death 
upon the sick bed by the more gradiiiil 
process of ilisea-je. I'or in war the 
mind is s.i >'ei iiiinii victory .Tiid the 
heart so full of llie ardor of conflict 
that the vel> pangs of dissolution losi' 
Iheir terrors. In Ihe heat and fury of 
li.'ilile the terrors of d'-sith are little 
iei;;ii'ileil What I'l peiiee Is dreaded 
above all lliings, in war is rather bi'- 
sought ami courted. l''or in the heigiit 
of such a crisis men feel that their 
lives are iiolhing ami lhai vietnry 
Is i vc'r> I liiiig.
